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Lafayette Grover: 

Would-Be President Maker 

/ 

Bom in Bethel, Maine on 29 November 1 823, the third son 
of Dr. John and Fanny Lary Grover, Lafayette Grover was 
educated at Gould Academy and Bowdoin College. He 
studied law in Philadephia under the tutelage of Asa I. Fish 
and was admitted to the Pennsylvania bar in March 1850. 
Later that year, Grover, moved 
by the California “gold fever” 
frenzy, boarded a merchant 
vessel bound for San Francisco 
via Cape Horn. He arrived at his 
destination in July 1851. Within 
a month, however, he departed 
for Portland, Oregon on the 
steamer “Columbia.” From 
there, he proceeded to Salem, the 
/-•apital of the territory, where he 
jtablished his law practice. He 
soon had an invitation from 
Chief Justice Nelson, who 
presided over the first regular 
term of the United States District 
Court, to accept a position as 
temporary clerk, an office he 
held for six months. During that 
time, he became acquainted with 
local court procedure as well as 
jurors, witnesses and litigants. 

Upon resigning his clerkship, 

Grover formed a law partnership 
with Benjamin F. Harding, who 
later became United States 
Attorney, Secretary of the 
Territory, and United States 
Senator. He and Harding enjoyed a very lucrative law 
practice for several years. In 1 852, Grover was elected by the 
Oregon Legislature as the Prosecuting Attorney of the second 
Judicial District of the Territory, which extended from 
Oregon City to the California line. The next year, he was 
elected to the Territorial Legislature. That summer of 1853, 
hostilities arose between the Rogue River Indians and the 
Jocal settlers. Grover was appointed by Governor Curry as 
cruiting officer to raise volunteer troops to assist the settlers 
against the Indians. He quickly recruited a force, which 
mustered at Salem under the command of J. W. Nesmith, 
who later became United States Senator from Oregon. Grover 
was given the rank of First Lieutenant. These troops, 


accompanied by a pack train with arms, ammunition and 
supplies, hastened south to aid the besieged settlers. 

At the close of hostilities in September 1853, Grover 
appeared in court as Deputy United States District Attorney 
in the southern counties, then held for the first time and 
presided over by Judge Matthew P. Deady. Congress assumed 
compensation of the settlers whose property was destroyed 
by a hostile Indian attack in the Rogue River Indian War of 

1 853. Grover was appointed one 
of the commissioners to assess 
the damage, serving as President 
of the Board in 1854. He 
returned to the Legislature from 
Marion County the following 
year and was selected as Speaker 
of the House during the 1 855-56 
session. 

During this time, the 
combined Indian tribes from the 
California line to the British 
(later Canadian)boundary 
attacked the settlement in a 
determined manner throughout 
Oregon and Washington. Two 
thousand volunteers were called 
into the field to cooperate with 
the regular forces to suppress the 
attack. In this movement on the 
part of Oregon, Grover assisted 
in raising troops and served in 
the field on the staff of Col. 
Nesmith throughout the Yakima 
campaign. 

As a result of all this turmoil, 
the people of Oregon resolved to 
draft a constitution and apply for admission to the Union as 
a state. The voters of Marion County selected Grover as a 
member of the convention, which was convened for the above 
purpose at Salem in 1857. In that body, he served as 
chairman of the Committee on the Bill of Rights as well as 
other significant committees, and took an active and leading 
role in the deliberations. Following the drafting of a 
constitution, general elections were held. Grover was elected 
as the first representative to Congress from Oregon. The chief 
work of the Oregon delegation at that time was to secure 
Oregon’s admission to the Union and the federal 
government’s assumption of the Indian war debt

Following his service in the. Thirty-Fifth Congress of the 
United States, Grover devoted himself to largely professional 
and business pursuits. He formed what became a highly 
successful law partnership with Joseph S. Smith at Salem, 
who later served in the U.S. Congress from Oregon. 
Subsequently, the partnership was extended to Portland to 
include Judge W. W. Page. 

As time passed, Grover took an increasingly strong interest 
in the development of manufacturing in Oregon. In 1856, he 
assisted in organizing the Williamcttc Woolen Manufacturing 
Company of Salem. He also became active in the Santium 
River water power project, where he remained for fifteen 
years and attained great success. In 1860, Grover purchased 
the shares of Joseph Watt in the Santium River project and 
became the owner of one third of all the mills and water power 
of Salem. From 1867 to 1871, he served as manager of the 
company. Under his direction, the Salem flouring mills were 
completed, including the installation of all the machinery and 
works, plus the construction of a steamboat canal from the 
river to the mills. This operation was a great stimulant to the 
growth of to other business enterprises, particularly wheat and 
wool raising in Oregon. 

Presiding over the Democratic State Convention in 1 866 as 
the chairman of the Democratic State Committee, a post he 
held for four years, Grover brought the party to ascendency to 
compete with Oregon Republicans. His partisanship was 
often excessive and as a result he was both feared and heartily 
disliked in some circles of the population of his adopted state. 

In 1870, he was elected as Oregon’s Governor and re- 
elected in 1874. He served as Governor until 1877 when he 
resigned to enter the United States Senate following his 
election by the legislative assembly. As governor, he was 
fiscally conservative, but entrepreneurial in outlook, 
supporting key projects that would benefit the state’s 
economy. During his gubernatorial tenure, the State Capitol 
and other public buildings were constructed. He raised 
educational standards and oversaw the establishment of the 
state university. His policies encouraged immigration, low 
taxes, and prudent industrial development. 

His most notable historic role was played during the 
dispute over the 1876 presidential election when Republican 
Rutherford B. Hayes and Democrat Samuel Tilden were vying 
for the White House in a contested election. Oregon was one 
of the key state where the contest was in question. As 
Governor, Grover refused to certify the elector who was to 
east a decisive vote since Oregon was one of the states holding 
the balance of power in the Electoral College. Grover’s 
attention was focused on one of the three Republican elector 
candidates, John W. Watts, a postmaster. The Governor 
maintained that the fact Watts worked for post office 
disqualified him. Grover urged that he be replaced by the next 
name on the list, E. A. Cronin, a Democrat. He prepared an 
elaborate brief for the Electoral Commission that was 
established to determine the members of the Electoral College. 
The Commission overruled Grover’s attempt to appoint 
Cronin, so this fact contributed to the one vote margin in the 
Electoral College that made Hayes President of the United 
States. Grover's partisanship brought the threat of mob 
violence; he also encountered petitions being circulated 
against his seating as a United States Senator. He overcame 
this opposition, however, and served respectably during his 
one Senate term. 

Although his career as a lawyer and businessman had been 
highly successful, his retirement years were not prosperous 


ones. He mismanaged his affairs to such an extent that he lost 
his fortune and was forced to live in humble circumstances. 

As a result, he was almost entirely forgotten at the time of his 
death on 10 May 1911. He married Elizabeth Carter of 
Portland and they were the parents of one son, John Cuvier. A 
genial, intelligent, and literate individual, Grover can b ^ 
characterized as one with a keen mind, who possessea 
excellent legal training . His excessive partisanship, however, 
marred his political career and affected the historical 
assessment of his achievements as U.S. Representative, 
Governor and U.S. Senator. He died in Portland, Oregon and 
is buried there in Riverview Cemetery, an entire continent 
away from the little town in Maine where his life began.

The Horse That Helped Decide the Location 
of the Bridge Across the Androscoggin River 

The youngest sister of Grandfather, Harriet Valentine, 
married William T. Richardson, who in later years was a 
prosperous coal merchant in Cambridge, Mass. He had a 
comfortable home on about a half acre lot within a quarter 
mile of Harvard Square. 

For many years, he kept a driving horse, but a horse could 
not be used many years on the hard city pavements without 
getting corns which unfitted them for use there. If one took the 
horse out in country and took off the shoes and let it run 
“barefoot,” it would get over the trouble so it could be used in 
the country as well as ever. 

One of Uncle William’s horses was an English 
thoroughbred who in her younger days had a record of 2.30. 

Afterward Uncle William sold or gave her to my 
Grandfather and he had her for some years. 

I think some time in the forties they build a bridge across 
the river at Barker’s Ferry, but they built the pier in the middle 
of the river of timber and filled it with heavy rocks and the 
first heavy flood carried it away. 

Later on, when the question of building a toll bridge came 
up the question of a location depended on the County 
Commissioners. 

The residents of Newry Comer, five miles down the river, 

isisted the bridge ought to be built there while Bethel wanted 
it built there, and I think that was the best place for it for 
Bethel is a much larger place than Newry Comer and the 
bridge would serve more people in its present location. 

When the Commissioners came to look over the situation, 
the Newry advocates drove them down the East side of the 
river over the route that would have to be traveled to come to 
Bethel if the bridge were located at Newry Comer. 

When they crossed the river. Grandfather got the 
Commissioners into his wagon and showed them what an easy 
drive it was up to Barker’s Ferry where Bethel wanted the 
bridge located. 

The Commissioners voted to locate the bridge where it now 
stands. 

I believe the cost was between 16 and 17 thousand dollars 
and it was a toll bridge for twenty years and then it was 
discovered that the toll collected had not much more than paid 
the toll collector and the bridge had to be paid for by taxation 
anyway. 

The bridge girders were framed of spruce timber and as 
they dried out the bridge sagged a few inches in the middle 
and in 1881 they decided to strengthen it and built three 
wooden arches into each span. They were fitted below the 
floor of the bridge into the granite piers and the center of the 
arch carried up nearly to the top of the girders. The arches 
were made of about two inch planks about twelve inches wide 
-'■^nnd laid one course above the other until the arch was about 
18 inches thick and all the layers bolted together and the 
arches bolted to the bridge girders at frequent intervals. 

The bridge continued in use until 1927 when it was taken 
down and a steel bridge built in its place. 


The old bridge was replaced, but within a year or two a 
higher flood than had occurred in my lifetime came along up 
over the new bridge roadway and even removed one of the 
steel girders a few inches on one end. 

Had the flood occurred when the old bridge was standing 
it would unquestionably have carried it away as the current 
would have rushed against the side wall of the bridge and it 
could not possibly have withstood the strain. 

About 1934, Uncle Irving Bean told me the timbers were 
sawed for the bridge at York’s Mill. This mill was standing 
when I was six years old but burned soon after as I believe 
unprofitable things have a way of doing. I do not see why 
anyone should have built a mill there anyway as it could not 
have been of any use except for a few weeks in the spring 
when the snows were melting for in the summer time there 
was hardly enough water in the stream to water a horse. 

Father had Jennie, the old horse, until I was four years old, 
and raised several good colts from her and then lost her in the 
following manner. 

One side of our bam was open up the 2 nd floor for about 12 
feet and we had several boards to close the fencing to keep the 
cattle under cover in cold weather. They could be slid back 
out of the way or dropped at one end to let the stock out. This 
day they had been dropped at one end and Jennie and her colt 
turned loose. The colt jumped over the low end of the boards 
but Jennie jumped too high and struck her head against the 
beam above and dropped dead.

Florence Bickford Hastings was bom in Portland, ME on 
26 August 1904, the daughter of Robert and Edna Wellman 
Bickford. She grew up and attended schools in Bowdoinham 
and Brunswick. After graduating from Gorham Normal 
School, she taught school in Lisbon, Hanover, and Augusta. 

On 18 December 1926, she married Robert D. Hastings of 
East Bethel. They made their home on the Hastings farm in 
East Bethel, where they raised their four children, Virginia, 
Mary-Alice, “Sonny,” and Ann. She taught school in East 
Bethel and was a substitute teacher in the local area for twenty 
years. As a farm wife, she made and sold butter, raised 
chickens and vegetables, sold eggs, and daily bake pies, 
biscuits, cakes, and cookies to feed the family and frequent 
guests. 

Throughout her lifetime, she has earned a reputation for her 
creative handcrafts. She braided and hooked mgs, made quilts 
and afghans, did tole painting, knitted sweaters, mittens, and 
hats, and created Christmas craft items. She excelled at 
whatever craft she learned and instructed many others through 
the years. Her home and the homes of her friends, children, 
grandchildren showcase the quantity, variety, and quality of 
her handwork.

Over the years, her cooking has been legendary, and no 
party or family gathering was complete without her cinnamon 
buns and pies. Since a stroke in October 2002, she has 
adjusted to a less physically active role. Family parties are 
still held frequently at the farm, where she serves as hostess to 
any and all guests. 

In 1976, she was honored as Outstanding Homemaker by 
the Oxford County Extension Service. For several years, she 
opened her home to summer visitors as part of the Farm 
Vacation Program. Families from New York, New Jersey, 
Michigan, and the Panama Canal Zone were among those who 
spent their vacations there. 

Mrs. Hastings gained notoriety as the “star” of “The 
Center of Things” an hour-long documentary about the 
Hastings farm, which was part of the PBS series, Our Stories. 

Her husband of sixty-six years, Robert D. Hastings died in 
1992. She has sixteen grandchildren and twenty-eight great- 
grandchildren. 

For many years she volunteered as a guide and 
craftswoman at the Society. The Florence B. Hastings 
Traditional Crafts Room will be part of the proposed addition 
to the Robinson House and will honor her longtime interest 
and devotion to these activities. Her legacy will continue with 
this space specifically reserved for traditional crafts, where 
future generations will learn and continue to celebrate such^ 
old time activities as quilting, weaving, spinning, rug braiding 
hooking, tole painting, and numerous other similar pursuits.
